police officers lurk inside, 
peering out of mesh-protected 
windows. 

They stay in radio contact 
with colleagues in a transport 
police patrol car which follows 
the train by road.

The Holmes package is 
expected to be taken up by the 
first of its users in the midaue of 
next year, but even a specially 
developed system will not 
guarantee a capability for all 
large investigations. 

The Home Office is already 
considering providing its own 
spare capacity for the Holmes 
system outside 1he national 
computer.

Three of a strange kind: The Paris Opêra Ballet's GRCOP dancers in Michael Clark’s Le Frenck Revolting 


Paris puzzles, then applauds 


The theor behind the 
GRCOP is that it constitutes a 
group of dancers. drawn from 
one of the world’s best classical 
ballet companies. who hare 
chosen to devote themselves to 
contemporary dance, In prac- 
tice. their sclf-imposed exile 
seems lo have blunted the edge 
of their ballet style without 

providing them wih mutch 
horeography good enough to 
acquire outslanding contenpor- 
ary skills. 

An outsider cannot 
wondering why the group’s 
standards should fall below 
thase of the Paris Opéra Ballet's 
other activities. The answer lies 
only partly in a problem other 
countries have too. that there is 
no lack of would-be choreogra- 
phers but a shortage of real 
talent. The other problem of the 
GRCOP is thai it is trying lo do 
three different things at oncr. 
not altogether compauble and 
all capable ol being donc more 
appropriately in other ways: by 
workshop evenings to find and 
sîfl new creators: by a small 
scale programme of classical 
ballets to tour those places that 
want but cannot afford the full 
company: and by the main 
company itself for presenting 
the work of invited outside 
choreographers. 

When the reperlory at the 
Opéra and Opéra-Comiquc 
under Nureyev"s direction in- 
cludes work by Armitage. 
Childs. Cunningham, Taylor 
and Yan Dantzg. a separate 
group to undertake just part of 
this activity seems an expensive 
and unrewarding luxury. Only 
Clark's contribution made their 
latest programme worthwhile — 
and who would not rather see 
what he is going to make of the 
all-star (rio next spring?

by any persons in the course of the 
strike. 

Another difficulty is that if it 
should happen that 1hose respon- 
sible for organising the disorder are 
none other than the executive 
commitiee of the union, and if in 
consequence all these persons find 
themselves in prison, it may be 
inconvenient to arrange a mceting of 
the two sides in the prison 10 
negotiate an end to the strike. 

No doubt judges would bear this 
consideration in mind when scn- 
tencing. A substantial fine might be 
regarded as meeting the case, which 
would at least be a public vindi- 
cation of the law and end the 
anomaly of prosecuting the rank and 
file while ignoring their leaders.

added to cars. It has aero- 
dynamic aids on the front 
windows and boot, flush-fitting 
wheel trims. a five-speed gear- 
box. electronic engine aids to 
make sure the engine is always 
in perfect tune, an clectronic 
gauge giving a constant read-out 
of consumption and a gear- 
change indicator telling the 
driver when it is best to change 
into higher gear. However, the 
main feature is the Fiat's 
Citymatic system which, when 
switched on, turns the engine 
off as the car comes to a halt at 
traffic lights or in heavy traffic.

However. his Lordship concluded 
he should not make thêé order 
soughl Although the misapplication 
of the funds of a corporate body, 
including for this purpose union 
funds, could not be ratified by all 
the members, it was open to the 
majorily of the members if they 
thought it right in the interesls of 
the corporate body Lo resolve thal 
no action be taken to remedy the 
wrong. The inevitable cosls to a 
1rading company mighi outweigh 
any bencfit. 8 

Mr Pots submitted that it would 
be wrong to refuse summary 
judgment merely on the ground that 
a majority of members might yet 
decide that il was not in thc interests 
of the union that the 1wo defendants 
should be compelled to make 
restitution. because members could 
convene a meceling and pass the 
necessary resolution themselves, 
and thal the cour! should not, in 
cflect, circumvent the union's rules, 

Those were powerful arguments, 
and in procecdings againsl a 
company and ils directors, who 
albeit innocently had misapplied 
moncys, they would be unanswer- 
able, However the circumstances of 
the present case were wholly 
unprecedented. 


When a ballot was held on 
whether {he members should go on 
strike the resolution in favour was 
defeated. albeiıl by a very small 
majority. Nonctheless when the 
NUM and the Derbyshire union 
called its members to go on strike, 
the call, although in contravention 
and indecd flagrant breach of the 
rules of the Derbyshire union, was 
obeyed by 85 per cent of members. 

Even now. so hiş Lordship 
understood, over 60 per cent were 
on sirike. The court could not 
speculatc why. having voted against 
3 strike they had obeyed the call, 
whether it was duc to loyalty to the 
leaders of the NUM, or to the 
pickeling and violence thal had 
ensued. 


IL was nol in dispute that the 
payments in qucstion were made in 
the honest belief that the Derbyshire 
union had power to make them. His 
Lordship did not think it would be 
safe lo rule out the possibility that a 
majority could properly and 
lawfully take the vicw that it would 
not be in the union's interests to 
enforce restilution. 

The amount thal could be 
recovered was likely to be ınsignifi- 
cant in contrast to the sum al 
issue. Enforcement of a judgment 
might make i1 more difficult to heal 
ihe wounds that would have to be 
healed when the dispute was over, 

‘The possibility could not be ruled 
out lhat some machinery could be 
found whereby ihe wishes of those 
who did not wish the defendants to 
be made personally liable could be 
mvt. following a change of rules. out 
of future subscriptions. It would not 
be righ1 in those circumstances to 
order summary ju: lent. 

1H wouid be said thaı hard cases 
made bad law. His Lordships reply 
was thal hard cases sometimes 
made good law because that might 
vompel re-examination of pt ;nciples 
whıch might be widely telt to be 
unfair. 

The boundary between ratifying a 
misapplication of union funds and 
resolving (o takc no action to 
recover lunds innocently misap- 
plied might not be casy 10 draw in 
the case of a union and that aspect 
of the case might require further 
consideration. It followcd from 
whal had becn said that the 
plaintiffs were entiled to an 
injunction to restrain further 
misapplications of the union's 
funds, but it need not be made 
permanent unlil trial. 

The plaintiffs were cntitled Lo an 
injunction irrespective of the 
balance of çonvenience: they were 
plainly entilled to prevent the 
unıon’s funds being further dissı- 
pated. 

HH was cpen to the union to hold a 
fresh ballot on whether the sirtke 
should continue; if the majority 
vsıcrç in favour money could be used 
in furtherance of it lo 1he extent 
allowed by the rules.

Contract test 
to establish 
a redundancy 


Pink v White and Another 

Where anı iûdustrial tribunal had 
1o consider whemer an employee 
had been dismissed for redundancy 
within the terms of section 81(2Kb) 
of the Employment Protection 
(Consalidation) Acî 1978, the 
corrrect lest in considering whether 
work of a particular kind had ceased 
or diminished was not as to the 
work which the cemployeeê was 
acwally doing at the time of his 
dismissal but as to the work he was 
required to perform under his 
contract of employment. 

The Employment Appeal Tri- 
bımal (Mr Justice Tudor Evans. Mr 
T. S. Batho and Mr J. O. N. Vickers} 
so held in a ed judgment on 
December 21 dismissing an appeal 
by _Irvin Roy Pink agzinst the 
decision of a tribunal siting at 
Bedford on November I4. 1983, 
which dismissed his appeal of unfair 
dismissal. 

MR JUSTICE TUDOR EVANS 
said that the Court of Appeal in 
Nelson Y BEC ([1977] ICR 649) 
applicd the “contract test" and the 
irnibunal was not in crror in applying 
that iesL Decline in the employer's 
business necessitated reduction in 
the relevant seclion of the workforce 
and there was u0 crror in the 
tribunal's reasoning or conclusion 
1her ıhe appellant was rightly 
selected for dısmissal for redun- 
dancy. 


Taylor and Another Y National 
Union of Mineworkers (Derby- 
shîre Area) and Others 

Before Nir Justice Vinelott 
HMudgrmcni delivered December 14] 


Members ofa union were entitled 
10 sue the union and officers of the 
union. and those officers who were 
responsible for misapplication of 
union funds were liable to make 
resütution 1o thc union, Mr Justice 
Vinelott held in the Chancery 
Division on an application by two 
miners, His Lordship. however, in 
delivering judgment on an appli- 
cation by Mîr Roland Taylor and Mr 
David Roberts against the National 
Union of Mineworkers (Derbyshire 
Area) and thırce of its officers. Mr 
Gordon Taylor, Mr John Burroughs 
and Mr Austin Fairest, considered i1 
inapproprialc to makc an order for 
summary judgment in the unpre- 
çedented nalure of Lhe case, 

Mr Robin Portis, QC and Mr 
Michael Todd for the plaintifls; Mr 
Anthony Scrivener. QC. Mr John G. 
Hendy and Mr J. McMullen for the 
defendants. 


MR JUSTICE VINELOTT said 
that the plaintiffs. two working 
miners. soughl1 summary judgment 
against the defendants. the Nationa! 
Union of Mineworkers {Derbyshire 
.Area) and three officers, Mr Buler, 
the secrelary. Mr Burroughs. the 
tIrcasurer, and Mr FairesL the 
presıdent of the union, 

In the action injunctions were 
sought restraining the use of funds 
for sirike purposes. and an order 
requiring the individual defendants 
In restore 10 the union the 
£1.736.789 spent on the strike in the 
past cight months. 

In September the plaintiffs. with 
another miner, had obtained against 
the Derbyshire Arca, Mr Butler, and 
Mr Burroughs, the NUM and Mr 
Arthur Scargill. the interlocutory 
injuncion they sought and a 
declaration that the strike had been 
called in breach of the unions rules. 
There had been no appeal. 

On November 5 Mr Taylor and 
Mr Roberts sought an order 

‘restraining the defendants from 
"using, procuring or permitting” use 
of the funds for the purposes of the 
sırike. and that his Lordship had 
granted until the defendants could 
be heard. 


The statement of claim alleged 
that 1he individual defendants had 
acted in breach of fiduciary duty, 
and were accountable to the union. 

The principles appiving to the 
grant or refusal of summary 
Judgment were well settled and not 
in dısputc. The court would not give 
summary judgment in any case 
Where there was 2 serious issue of 
fact that ought to be tried, and leave 
to defend would normally be given 
if the case raiscd a difficult question 
of law or of construction. On the 
ather hand where the issues were 
clear and there appeared 1o be no 
further evidence that should be 
advanced. the court would decide 
‘the questions of law. 

Applying those principles there 
was no clcar evidence that Mr 
Fairest had authorized the pay- 
ments or participated therein. The 
claim was proved against the other 
Iwo individual defendanis who 
authorized or signed the cheques. 

The first question was whether 
the plainüiffS were entilled to 
maintain an action against the 
individual defendants. After ecxam- 
ining Cotter r National Union cf 
Sramcen ([l929] Ch 58: Edwards v 
Halliwcll ([1950] 2 <JI ER 1064):

` A large part of the British 
Army will be celebrating its 
300th anniversary next 
year. 

Ten regiments and the 


band of the Grenadier 
Guards all reach their 
tercentenary next year. 


They all derive from the 
efforts of James I in 1685 
to raise a standing army at 
the time of the rebellion by 
the Duke of Monmouth. 

Between February 1685 
and December that year he 
succeeded in more than 
doubling the strength of the 
Army from under 9,000 to 
nearly 20,000. It was one of 
the key phases’ in the 
development of the Army, 

„. The regiments created at 
that time haye since been 
subsumed within larger, 
modern regiments, but it is 
customary for regiments to 
date their lives from the 
birth of the oldest of their 
component parts. 

Alî those that can claim 
descent fron 1685 will mark 
the anniversary with much 
receiving and exercising of 
freedom of cities, receiving 
of new standards, church 
services, royal occasions and 
parades. 

The regiments will come 
together for a pageant to be 
held at the Royal Albert 
Hall n London on January 
17. 

Among the regiments 
celebrating next year will be 
the Royal Anglian Regi-

Minister 
implicated 
in death of

priest with a 20-in club wrapped 
in rags. 

According 10 Pckala's testi- 
mony, the priest shouled olt 
shortly before his death: “Help, 
help. Spare my life, you 
people." 


A rope was pul around his 
neck t0 restrain movement in 
the bool, and it was this, 
according to the prosecutor. 
which ultimately killed him. 
The kidnappers did not know 
thıs when they stopped in the 
toresı near Wloclawek reservoir 
and a fierce discussion broke 
ou1 over whether he should live 
or dic. 

The third kidnapper. former 
Licutenant Waldemar Chemie- 
lewski. argued that the priest 
had bcen beaten enough 1o 
teach him a lesson. Piotrowski 
insisted: “No, it has to be the 
water.” 


Pekala says that at that 
moment, “i realized that the 
priest would have to die. I{ was 
no longer important at that 
stage whether the priest was 
alive or dead. 


“I felt myself helpless. TI 
stopped thinking. I! wondered 
how it could have come to all 
this. But T said to myself that I 
must continue to obey." 


Pekala’s defence case shifls 
much responsibilily on 1o 
Piotrowski. and the strain was 
beginning to show yesterday on 
lhe former captain, much 
decorated for his services to the 
secret police. The onus will now 
be on him to prove that he 
received concerete orders from 
above and did not simply make 
up the existence of interest at 
high level to spur the other 
kidnappers. 

Legal sources speculate that 
he may change the basis of his 
defence. Instead of staying 
silent, in the confidence that the 
Interior Minister and other 
sympathisers will look afler 
him, he may now feel that il is 
in his interests to tell all. 

The trial has been adjourned 
1o January 2, when Pekala will 
continue his testimony.
